M.r*o  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1968. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  population  for  mid  1968 
was  5,090,  a  decrease  of  10  over  that  for  1 9^7- 

The  total  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year 
was  108,  an  increase  of  20  on  the  1967  figure. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  52 
(that  is  32  Males  and  20  Females),  and  this  figure  shows  an  increase  of 
8  on  that  for  the  previous  year's  figures.  There  were  no  still  births 
during  the  year. 

Deaths  from  cancer  of  all  sites  numbered  8  and  deaths  from 
cancer  of  the  lungs  and  bronchus  were  classed  as  being  responsible  for 
3  deaths. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  18  for  England  and  Wales  is 
against  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  country. 

A  total  of  8  notifications  of  infectious  disease  were 
recorded  (as  against  127  notifications  received  during  1967)  made  up 
as  f ollows :  Measles  2,  Chicken  Pox  4,  Scarlet  Fever  1  and  Tuberculosis 
Respiratory  1 . 

During  1968  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  we 
received  no  notification  of  food  poisoning  cases  in  this  district. 

I  have  once  again  to  place  on  record  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  to  Dr.  Morgan,  the  County 
Medical  Officer,  to  the  General  Practitioners,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council, 
and  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  other  Chief  Officers,  for  their 
support  and  assistance,  and  to  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their 
untiring  efforts  during  the  year.

It.  gives  me  great  pleasure  once  again  to  report  that  no  confirmed 
cases  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  district  during  the  year,  but 
freedom  from  infection  can  only  be  maintained  if  parents  continued  to  bring 
their  children  for  vaccination, 

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  WHOOPING  COUGH  AND  TETANUS 


Arrangements  for  immunisation  against  these  two  complaints  is 
available  through  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  and  the  same  arrangements 
remained  in  force  throughout  the  year.  Injections  are  given  at  the  County 
Council  Clime,  or  by  the  General  Practitioners  and  booster  doses  are 
given  after  the  recommended  interval  has  elapsed. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  -  SECTION  47. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ( AMENDMENT )  ACT,  19517 


These  two  Acts  give  authority  to  secure  necessary  care  and  attention 
for  persons  who  :  - 

(a)  a.r8  suffering  from  grave  chronic  diseases,  or  being  aged 

and  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated  are  living  in  insanitary 
conditions,  and 

(b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving 
from  other  persons  proper  care  and  attention. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  formal  action  under  these 
Acts  during  the  year. 

EXFOLIATIVE  CYTOLOGY  (COMMONLY  CALLED  SMEAR  TESTS  FOR  CANCER  OF 

THE  NECK  OF  THE  WOMB).  ^ 


Derbyshire  County  Council  accepts  the  value  of  exfoliative  cytology 
in  the  early  diagnosis  of  cancer  of  the  cervix  of  the  uterus,  and  since 
the  29th  June,  1964,  the  County  Health  Committee  has  agreed  to  some  of  their 
medical  staff  collecting  smears  for  cytological  examination  at  certain  County 
Council  Clinics,  and  these  facilities  are  now  available  at  :

The  Royal  Infirmary,  Women’ s  Hospital,  Children' s  Hospital  and  City 
Hospital,  Derby,  under  the  Number  1  Hospital  Management  Committee  of  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board,  take  surgical,  medical  and  gynaecological  cases,  and 
admissions  are  conducted  on  a  bed-bureau  system.  The  City  Hospital  has  an 
obstetrical  wing  which  caters  for  abnormal  cases.

HOUSING-  BY  THE  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

As  is  appreciated  this  is  one  of  the  most  important  functions  for 
which  the  Local  Authority  is  responsibe,  namely,  the  rehousing  of  families 
living  in  overcrowded  or  insanitary  conditions. 

Wirksworth  has,  I  believe,  a  first  class  record  of  post  war  Council 
housing,  and  taken  by  and  large,  its  housing  problem  is  much  less  intense 
than  many  other  similar  local  authorities. 

This  is  perhaps  borne  out  by  the  undernoted  statistics  supplied  to 
me  by  the  Housing  Officer  as  to  the  numbers  of  persons  on  the  Housing  Waiting 
List  as  at  31st  December  1968.

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  during  the  year  the  modernisation  and 
improvement  of  fourteen  pre-war  Council  Houses  at  King  Street,  Middleton- 
by-Wirksworth  was  started,  and  that  at  the  time  of  writing  four  houses  have 
been  completed  and  re-occupied.  Work  on  the  remaining  houses  will  proceed 
during  the  coming  year. 

The  sixteen  flats  at  Kingsfield  Road  were  completed  and  apart  from 
some  minor  troubles  with  the  communal  central  heating  installation  the 
tenants  are  happily  settled  in. 

Early  in  the  coming  year  work  should  start  on  the  construction  of  a 
further  fourteen  houses  at  Middle ton-by-Wirksworth. 


HOUSING  -  GENERALLY 

The  work  of  securing  essential  repairs  to  rented  houses  in  the  district 
was  maintained  at  much  the  same  level  as  in  1967.  This  routine,  but 
essential  work  carried  out  by  informal  action  with  property  owners  entails  a 
considerable  number  of  meetings  and  liaisons  with  solicitors,  owners  and 
occupiers  by  virtue  of  the  fact  that  the  action  is  informal  and  not  statutory. 

However,  it  has  always  been  my  experience  that  when  informal  action 
is  carried  to  a  successful  conclusion,  the  result  is  more  satisfactory  to  all 
parties  concerned  that  when  the  Council  is  forced  to  take  statutory  action, 
although  as  I  have  already  pointed  out  this  informal  action  by  its  very  nature 
is  most  time  consuming.

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 


Work  on  improving  suitable  houses  continued  during  the  year  at  a 
steady  rate.  Twenty  one  applications  for  Standard  Grants  were  received 
during  the  year,  as  compared  with  a  total  of  fifteen  in  1967  =  All  these 
Standard  Grant  Applications  were  approved.  This  work  is,  I  think,  one  of 
the  most  satisfying  aspects  of  the  Department's  work,  as  the  applicant  is  in 
all  cases  very  satisfied,  with  his  improved  standard  of  living,  and  in  each 
case  a  house  has  been  brought  up  to  a  standard  which  is  more  in  keeping  with 
modern  ideas. 

It  is  also  undoubtedly  a  fact  that  this  work  of  improving  houses 
leads  to  an  improved  standard  of  maintenance  which,  in  the  long  term, 
prevents  the  deterioration  of  a  house  into  a  slum  dwelling,  thus  avoiding 
the  provision  cf  a  new  Council  dwelling  in  which  to  rehouse  the  occupants. 

The  following  particulars  of  formal  application  received  and 
approved  for  Standard  Grants  from  the  inauguration  of  the  scheme  will  no 
doubt  be  cf  interest  to  members  of  the  Council.

With  the  approval  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  various  posters 
and  wall  sheets  on  clean  food  and  the  dangers  of  food  poisoning  have  been 
displayed  in  the  area.  The  subject  matter  of  these  posters  is,  of  course, 
changed  from  time  to  time, 

5.  Disposal  of  Unsound  Food 

Unsound  food  is  disposed  of  locally,  either  by  incineration 
whenever  possible,  failing  this,  on  the  Council's  Refuse  Tips.  There 
remains  a  close  liaison  with  proprietors  of  food  businesses  in  the 
voluntarily  surrender  of  food  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

The  total  registration  of  premises  for  the  sale  of  Ice-Cream,  now 
stands  at  21 .  None  of  the  21  registered  retailers  of  Ice-Cream  actually 
manufacture  Ice-Cream,  but  all  are  registered  as  retailers  of  pre-packed, 
individual  Ice-Creams  obtained  from  manufacturers  of  national  repute.  All 
the  21  premises  have  been  regularly  visisted  by  me  and  monthly  samples  have 
been  taken  where  ever  possible  and  submitted  to  the  Director  of  thePublic 
Health  Laboratory  Service  for  examination. 

The  following  table  shows  the  results  of  the  samples  which  I  have 
taken  on  your  behalf  during  the  year  1968.  As  will  be  seen,  all  samples  taken 
were  prononced  satisfactory  by  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service.
